Pope reaffirms men only 
in ministry and celibacy 


VATICAN CITY — Pope Paul VI, appealing to 
the ‘‘venerable tradition’ of the Church, has 
reaffirmed that men only should hold formal 
office in the. ministry of the Church. He also 
restated the obligation of celibacy for deacons 
and priests. 


In a motu proprio—a decree by his own hand— 
the Pope has. extended the lower Church 
ministries of Bible reading at Mass and service 
at the altar to lay adult Catholics, provided they 
are men. 


“In accordance with the venerable tradition of 
the Church,” the pontiff declared, “installation 
in the ministries of lector (reader) and acolyte is 
reserved to men.”’ 


THE RULING DOES not actually prohibit 
women from performing the two services, but it 
Stipulates that they cannot be formally invested 
by a bishop with the right to do so. 


The general secretariat of the National Con- 
ference of Catholic Bishops in Washington, D.C., 
issued the following statement of clarification: 


“The papal decree does not forbid women to 
serve as lectors and as extraordinary ministers 
of Holy Communion. Women can continue to 
perform these functions just as they have done in 
increasing numbers in recent years. 


‘ALTHOUGH, AS the document from the Holy 
See states, ‘installation in the ministries of the 


lector and acolyte is reserved to men,’ this does 
not mean that women cannot perform the func- 
tions of lector or extraordinary minister of 
communion, when authorized to do so. 


“On the contrary, women can continue to be 
authorized to serve in these roles, and the en- 
thusiastic reception of this practice in many 
parts of the U.S. in recent years offers every 
assurance that this will be the case.’ (See SC 
analysis page 7.)

We talk alot about community and the need for 
being a part of one. And it is true that no man is an 
island, as John Donne said. Priests live as a com- 
munity, as far as they are able, in the rectory or school 
accommodation. The rest of us live as families, or in 
some way attached to families. — 


Living in community, however, demands certain 
rights to individual privacy which is not always the 
case in the family. This is exemplified in the small 
community of priests now living in the new rectory 
complex at the Mission San Diego de Alcala. Msgr. I. 
Brent Eagen is the pastor — as well as diocesan 
chancellor — and in the design for the rectory he 
provided for individual access. 


The four priests sharing the community existence 
each have their own entrance, their own limited 
cooking facilities and their own control of- such 
mundane things as room temperature, showers, baths 
and so on. In case you think this is a somewhat 
humorous aspect of peaceful community relations, 
perhaps I should remind you that it was not so very 
long ago that the power of the pastor was absolute, 
even to laying down rules over use of the shower- 
bath and other plumbing for associates in the rec- 
tory. 

Sharing the new Mission rectory is associate pastor 
Father Laurence McLaughlin, temporarily studying 
in Rome; Father Roger Lechner, diocesan vice- 
chancellor and Father William Gold, new associate to 
Father Denis Ryan, director of CCD. The rectory may 
be the shape of things to come, with its respect for 
individual freedom within community. 


Which way is bias? 


Strange that if you write about a project extolling its 
virtues you are thanked for ‘‘doing a great job... very 
perceptive .. . extremely accurate. . .”’ and all that 
kind of thing. But write something which remains 
objective to the point of critical analysis and ac- 
cusations of “‘bias . .. misreporting ... false... 
editorializing . . .’’ come flowing in like a flash flood in 
the desert. 


From the president of the Hill of Hope organization 
and the treasurer, and others who simply and faith- 
fully follow the activities there, have come letters of 
this nature, following our exposition. If we had 
reported that “this is the greatest thing since 
creation,’’ how many would have spoken of ‘‘lack of 
objectivity?” 


The Hill’s ‘power structure’’ resides out of this 
diocese, subject to the jurisdiction of the Archbishop 
of Los Angeles, but the Hill itself is just inside the 
border of our diocese. Our own bishop has declared his 
instruction to Catholics on the matter — ‘“‘give no 
credence . . . and ‘no financial support.” 


However, perhaps in one of the locutions God has 
“‘revealed’’ that there’s oil ‘“‘in them thar hills.” 
Certainly oil drills slave away along the roadside 
leading to the site. 


Man on the spot 


One spot which must be warmed by the heat of 
debate these days is director of education, in 
Washington, for the U.S. bishops’ conference. Msgr. 
Olin J. Murdick, who took time out from a busy 
schedule to conduct a workshop on parish educa- 
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tion boards here last weekend, is. a gray haired, wise, 
perceptive priest. Looking like a Jesuit, which he is 
not, he told me about the new responsibilities of 
Catholic parents which have come in the years since 
Vatican II. 


Mser. Murdick 


“We have been shifting what was an ecclesiastical 
operation to a parental operation,”’ he said of Catholic 
education. Of the more extreme theologians: ‘‘The 
Church lets them romp around in the pasture, and 
then eventually contains them when they try to go too 
far afield.” 


He thinks we are living through a “‘crisis of will and 
crisis of conviction’? regarding our schools. The will 
might be weak, but surely the conviction should be as 
strong as ever. 


Women and ministry 


The secular press put great emphasis on the effect 
on women of the Pope’s two Apostolic Letters. Yet 
“women were not mentioned. All he said was that the 


’ new lay ministries of lector and acolyte will be 


reserved for men, in the tradition of the Church. 


I feel sure that if the Pope wished to legislate on 
women in the ministry he would deal with it as a 
specific subject — and no doubt it will come in time. 
All he was doing in this week’s motu proprio an- 
nouncements was to change minor orders — to wipe 
them out in fact — and to lay down rules for the 
diaconate, which has come back into its former glory 
as an ordained ministry. 

Several spokeswomen for the woman’s view have 
been quick to castigate the Pope. Sister Mary Luke 
Tobin, SL, who was a Vatican II observer, said the 
action was ‘‘quite in character’? for the official 
Church. But she added, ‘“‘The woman’s role will 
continue to gain ground in the Church as it has in 
every other area of life.” 


Sister Margaret Ellen Traxler, spokeswoman for 
the National Coalition of American Nuns said that half 
the Church is made up of women who should be “‘given 
reeognition intead of denial.’ 

But is public recognition the point at issue? God 
ordained Mary to be the mother of Christ; her ‘‘yes’’ 
was in humility. Women have a fulltime — and very 
sacred — ministry as mothers and teachers. If they 
choose to opt out of it. don’t blame the Pope.

Editorial 


No danger 


There is no immediate danger of most of our’ 
churches being overcrowded, perhaps because 
there is no immediate physical danger to the 
people of this country. 

It is strange, but churches are usually packed to 
the doors when people feel threatened. During 

~ war, or at the times like the Cuban missile 
crisis, people flock to the churches. 

But at this moment something like half the 
Catholics of the United States are not regularly 
attending Mass. There are many excuses, 
many reasons. One is that people tend to forget 
God when things are going well. 

The euphoria of comfortable existence leads 
people away from God and from physical 
association with church. If a disaster struck 
tomorrow we might see the greatest flow into 
the pews we have witnessed in a decade. 


Pope Paul spoke recently about Sunday Mass: 
“We must attach great importance to the 
communitarian spirit...the common banquet 
of God’s Word...of Christ’s sacramental and 
sacrificial presence...” 

Will it take a catastrophe to bring back to formal 
community worship those who have found 
other ways to spend 45 minutes each Sunday?

Conformity can be a deadening influence upon the spon- 
taneous growth of the personality. So also if we experience 
truth as a dead letter, an aloof canon of perfection, it will do 
anything but set us free. 


In the Book of Wisdom truth is presented as a person both 
feminine and spiritual who calls us to respond to her charms 
from every inch of reality in every moment of history: ‘‘For 
wisdom is a kindly spirit...fills the world, is all-embracing, 
and knows what man says.”’ (1:6+) 


We, thus, become unique individual persons in our 
response to wisdom as she calls us forth in every moment. 
Chapter 10 portrays Israel as being lead by wisdom as the 
chosen people evolve their destiny in the Lord. It is therefore, 
in sharing in the richness and the power of wisdom that we 
activate that interior word spoken to each by God when we 
were created: 


‘“‘For to men she is an unfailing treasure; those who gain

Your headline, ‘“Financ- 
ing of schools must change” 


(SC Aug. 31), is in error on. . 


two counts. 


First, finances is not the 
major problem of the dioce- 
san schools, and secondly I 
did not come to the diocese 
to change the diocesan 
schools. 


The schools of this dio- 
cese are basically sound 
and healthy financially. I 
wouldn’t trade the finan- 
cial problems of the dioce- 
san schools for the finan- 
cial problems facing most 
of my public school coun- 
terparts. 


This year the diocesan 
school system will receive 
about $1.5 million in aid. I 
think this is newsworthy. 
Also pending in the state 
legislature is a bill which 
would provide $250,000 of 
aid to our parents annually; 
this is newsworthy. 


After two months in this 
office I see several things 
that could improve, espe- 
cially our collective vision 
of what Catholic education 
could be. 


My work in Washington 
convinced me that our his- 
torical vision has been too 
small, it does not include 
the full range of pos- 
sibilities and opportunities 
available to us as Catholics. 


However, I perceive my 
task as essentially to help 
our schools and parishes 
provide the educational 
services they want and 
desire. In this effort I have 
not refused a single request 
to speak to the Catholics 
concerned for sound educa- 
tion. 


In fact I am _ now 
scheduled for 97 speaking 
engagements during the 
first semester alone. My 
role is to help’ people 
improve the educational 
services of a very sound 
school system. 


Improvements can be 
made. The process of 
developing a Diocesan Mas- 
ter Plan is very important. 
We are working very hard to 
bring about these needed 
improvements. 


But I must dissociate 
myself from the “crisis” 


_mentality contained in your 


headline.

More compassion 
for remarrieds 


In reference to those 
“disedified souls” who are 
horrified at the idea of 
remarriage being sancti- 
fied by the Church: 

I would like to inquire of 
S.D. if she has carefully 


read Matthew  19:10-12 
about the question of 
divorce. 


When Christ issues the 
injunction against divorce, 
the apostles tell Jesus: “If 
is how things are 
between husband and wife, 
it is not advisable to 
marry.” 


Christ answers them by 
saying: “It is not everyone 
who can accept what I have 
said but only those to whom 
it is granted.” 


I fail to'see any contradic- 
tion between this injunc- 
tion and the one concerning 
the indissolubility of the 
marriage vow. Christ said 
‘specifically that what God 
has bound together let no 
man put asunder. 


Hence civil divorce as we 
know it today is out of the 
question because in this 
case it is man separating 
what God has put together. 


Civil divorce however is 


not what the Bishop of 
Baton Rouge was advocat- 
ing. He rather wished to be 
able to resort to annulment 
in cases where a marriage 
is to the mutual harm and 
spiritual disadvantage of 
‘both parties. 


Annulment is not a new 
practice to the Church. The 
bishop is seeking an exten- 
sion of the grounds upon 
which annulment may be 
granted. 


If this is the case then 
there is no question of 
remarriage but just mar- 
riage. 
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BUT MIKE, AE CAN'T 
POSSIBLY DO ALL THAT, 


CAN HE ? 


The Pauline privilege is a 
precedent for this extended 
annulment. 


A Catholic married to a 
non-Catholic can obtain an 
annulment of marriage and 
marry a Catholic if his origi- 
nal spouse. refuses to 
become a Catholic. The 
rationale behind this is the 
faith is more important 
than marriage. 


It seems to me that if a 
marriage partner consis- 
tently breaks his marriage 
vows by not living up to 
them then he has not made 
them with the proper inten- 
tion and this is sufficient 
grounds for annulment 
because there never was a 
contract in the first place. 


So why should the 
partner faithful to the mar- 
riage vows be penalized? So 
let us return to Our 
Saviour’s admonition: “Let 
anyone accept this who 
can.” 


I might also add that 
while it is true that the 


Council of Trent con- 
demned divorce, the 
Church has never con- 
demned the Orthodox 


Church’s policy of granting 

annulment, on extended 
grounds.

As women will. . .

lt takes courage to be 


AS WOMEN WILL, we were talking 
about... wisdom and foolishness and 
the difficulty of communicating the 
accumulated experience of life to 
another. 


It is anguishing for parents, for in- 
stance, to watch a young life of 
boundless potential thwart its growth 
in wilful self-indulgence and child- 
ishness. 


Even sadder is the spectacle of a 
person of mature years denying his 
potential in the same: way. We set 
habits early in life and they are hard to 
break. Responsibility, self-knowledge 
and discipline — or irresponsibility, 
self-delusion and lack of discipline. 


THE TRAGIC THING is that, 
although with the right motivation, the 
irresponsible may grow more trust- 
worthy and the undisciplined relia- 
ble, fine promise can deteriorate and 
bring high ideals to mediocrity. 


Often fear lies at the heart of a 
careless or compulsive dissipation of 
our talents or vocation. A fear that has 
its roots in a kind of vanity, the fear of 
failure. 


We may build ourselves so high in 
our own eyes and in those of our friends 
that we are afraid of anything short of 
brilliant success. In the recurrent 
evasion — the persistent “‘escape’”’ — 
the bright hope fades, the shining blade 
tarnishes and a frantic search for 
acceptance on a lower and lower level 
brings us to real failure — as a person 
and a Christian. 


IT TAKES COURAGE to really be a 
person, and to be a Christian. It means 
keeping in mind what is necessary for 
our own discipline, what is vital for our 
fulfilment of the variety of roles each 
man plays. It means meeting all 
responsibilities, not a selected few. 


It may often mean facing the risk of 
losing that comfortable and ego- 
stroking acceptance and ‘‘love’’ which 
demands only that we please another in 
his whims, and ourselves in the event. 


It means remembering that we are 
each God’s tool, his instrument, and as

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Three schools 
pool resources 
for 30 classes 


“I GO TO the Academy of 
Our Lady of Peace, to 
Rosary and_ to St: 
Augustine,” some students 
are saying these days. 


For these San Diego high 
schools have combined some - 
of their courses and opened 
them to students from any of 
the three.

Pope Paul VI 
reforms ordination; 
minor orders to be 

lay ministries

IN TWO APOSTOLIC Letters, motu proprio 
(on his own initiative), Pope Paul VI has set out 
revisions and changes in regard to minor orders, 
the subdiaconate and the diaconate. They 
become effective January 1, 1973. Contrary to 
reports which were widespread in the secular 
press regarding women in ministry, the Pope’s 


_letters do not even refer to the subject except to 


reserve lector and acolyte for men. He rein- 
forces the celibate state of the diaconate and 
priesthood by a rite of consecration and public 
commitment. 


In the letter reforming the discipline: of first 
tonsure, minor orders and subdiaconate, Pope 
Paul reviews the traditional customs associated 
with these ministries. 


“SQME OF THESE functions, which were 
more closely connected with the liturgical ac- 
tion, slowly came to be considered as 
preparatory institutions for the reception of 
sacred orders, so that the offices of porter, 
lector, exorcist and acolyte were called minor 
orders in the Latin Church,” he writes. 


“Tn the preservation of certain offices and in 
their adaptation to contemporary needs,’ he 
continues, ‘‘there are those which are especially 
connected with the ministries of the Word... 
called lector; acolyte and the subdiaconate. 


“It is fitting to preserve and adapt these in 
such a way that from this time on there will be 
two offices, that'of lector and acolyte, which will 
include the functions of the subdiaconate.” 


BY THIS ACTION, the Pope discontinues the 
offices of porter, exorcist and catechist except in 
local circumstances where bishops request 
tlfem. 


Changing the position of lector and acolyte 
from ‘‘minor orders’’ the Pope explains: ‘‘It is in 
accordance with reality itself and the con- 
temporary outlook that (these) should no long- 
er be called minor orders; their conferring will 
not be called ‘ordination, but ‘installation’; 


only those who have received the diaconate 
will be properly known as clerics. 


“Thus there will better appear the distinction 
between clergy and laity, between what is proper 
and reserved to the clergy and what can be 
entrusted to the laity.” 


CANON LAW changes which are made by this 
papal order include: : 


1. First tonsure no longer conferred. 
Entrance into the clerical state 
(priesthood) is joined to the diaconate. 


2. What were formerly ‘‘minor orders” 
now become ‘“‘ministries.”’ e 


3. Ministries may be given to lay 
Christians. They are therefore no longer to 
be considered reserved to candidates for 
ordination. 


4. Two ministries, adapted for present 
needs, are to be preserved — lector and 
acolyte. 


5. The lector will read lessons from the 
Scripture, except for the Gospel; recite the 
psalm between readings, present the in- 
tentions for the prayer of the faithful, direct 
the singing and participation of the faithful, 
instruct the faithful for the worthy 


reception of the sacraments. 


“LET THE LECTOR be aware of the office he 
has undertaken and make every effort and 
employ every means to acquire that increasingly 
warm and living love and knowledge of the 
Scriptures that will make him a more perfect 
disciple of the Lord,” says Pope Paul. 


Acolytes will be appointed to aid the deacon 
and priest. He may distribute Holy Communion 
as an authorized extraordinary minister of the 
sacrament at Mass, and may be entrusted with 
exposing the Blessed Sacrament for adoration. 
He should also assist in the liturgy by carrying 
the cross, candles, missal, etc. 


“Tn accordance with the venerable tradition of 
the Church,” writes the Pope, ‘‘installation in the 
ministries of lector and acolyte are reserved to 


” 


men. 


IN HIS MOTU proprio regarding the diaconate 


the Pope traces the full history of deacons in the 


Church, showing that from the apostolic age “the 
diaconate has had a clearly outstanding position 
among ministries, and it has always been held in 
great honor by the Church.” Early Church 
writers stressed the importance of the deacons 
— they were even described as ‘‘the bishop’s ear, 
mouth, heart and soul.’ 


Taking communion to the sick confined at 
home, conferring baptism and preaching are 
found among the duties given to deacons by 
their bishops. For historical and other reasons 
the permanent diaconate “almost entirely dis- 
appeared in the Latin Church.” 
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Following recommendations of Vatican II.the 
permanent diaconate was restored ‘‘as a proper 
and permanent rank of the hierarchy.” Pope 
Paul laid down forms for this in his motu proprio 
of June 18, 1967 and a year later the new rite was 
established for all sacred orders. 


“SINCE ENTRANCE into the clerical state is 
deferred until the diaconate, there no longer 
exists the rite of first tonsure by which a layman 
used to become a cleric,’’ says the Pope in his 
letter. 


Instead, a new rite for both the “transitional’’ 
and permanent diaconate has been issued. The 
transitional deacon is one who will eventually be 
ordained a priest. 


The Pope expresses the wish that candidates 
for the diaconate should also fill the new 
“ministries ”’ of lector and acolyte, and that “vy 
both study and by gradual exercise of the 
ministry of ‘the Word and of the altar candidates 
for sacred orders should . . . reflect upon the 
double aspect of the priestly office.” - 


“THE SPECIAL consecration of celibacy 
observed for the kingdom of heaven and its 
obligation for candidates to the priesthood and 
unmarried candidates to the diaconate are in- 
deed linked with the diaconate,’’ writes. Pope 
Paul. There will be a special ceremony of public 
commitment to celibacy in the new rite. 


In addition, deacons must celebrate the ‘‘of- 
fice’ or “liturgy of the hours.” Married per- 
manent deacons must remain celibate if they 
become widowers, and single permanent 
deacons must remain unmarried. 


The two documents were issued by Pope Paul 
VI on the feast of the Assumption, Aug. 15, 1972.

Pope condemns ‘permissive’ society 


CASTELGANDOLFO —

Postal hike: 
curtailing 
press freedom 


ST. PAUL — The editor of 
the Catholic archdiocesan 
paper here warned that 
postal rate hikes to help the 
U.S. Postal Service “‘pay its 
own way”’ will not work, will 
wipe out ‘‘countless’’ small 
publications and thus will 
curtail freedom of the press. 


In an editorial, Bernard 
Casserly, editor of the 
Catholic Bulletin of St. Paul- 
Minneapolis, said the idea 
that the postal service 
become self-supporting is 
“commendable”’ but ‘‘it 
won’t work.”’ 


Casserly added that no 
other department of the 
federal government pays its 
own way, and “‘it is our 
contention that the Postal 
Service, despite its separate 
status, should not have to 
pay its own way, either. 


“THE POSTAL system 
was planned as a service... 
and that’s the way it should 
remain. ; 


“If each class within the 
Postal Service has to pay for 
itself it will mean the end of 


countless small,. free- 
wheeling, independent 
newspapers, magazines, 


newsletters and publications 
of all kinds which have made 
this nation what it is today.”’ 


In declaring his support 
for a bill co-sponsored by 
Sen. Gaylord Nelson (D.- 
Wis.) and Sen. Walter 
Mondale (DFL-Minn.), 
which would freeze postal 
rates for small publications, 
Casserly said: 


“WE DO NOT want to 
penalize a free press or 
impede the flow of ideas in 
this country for any reason 
— even to pay higher wages 
to postal employes or to: 
make the Postal Service a 
paying proposition — 
desirable as these goals 
are.”

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Paul VI to be 75 - ‘tired and worn’ 


VATICAN CITY — Pope 
Paul, who turns 75 on Sept. 
26, recently observed that he 
was ‘“‘tired and worn” from 
pressures of his office and 
would like to walk away 
from it.

But there is no indication 
he will relinquish the reins of 
Church leadership he took up 
more than nine years ago. 
He has stressed he has no 
right to retire so long as the 
Church. needs him. 


Though retirement rumors 
may persist as he marks his 
75th year, the day will come 
and go and the Chair of St. 
Peter will still be occupied 
by the frail, shy spiritual 
leader. 


SPECULATION on the 
papal retirement began six 
years ago when Pope Paul 
decreed that on becoming 75, 
bishops should submit their 
resignations. The record 
shows that most resignations 
were rejected politely. 


Two years ago, fuel was 
added to the fire when Pope 
Paul announced that car- 
dinals will become ineligible 
to vote for a Pope once they 
reach 80. 


The decree finds 26 car- 
dinals ineligible to elect a 
successor to Pope Paul. 


THERE IS NO doubt in the 
minds of anyone close to the 
Pope that he is a man who by 
his very nature is dedicated 


to seeing through any task he 
has been assigned or under- 
taken — no matter with how 
much reluctance. 


And the tasks of Pope Paul 
in the wake of Vatican II do 
still need a good deal of 
“seeing through.”’ 


No pontiff in modern 
history has been’ so 
beleaguered from all sides 
as has Pope Paul as he bobs 
about in the turbulence 
created in the wake of the

Church-reforming Vatican 
Council. 


NO MATTER what way 
the Pope turns on any given 
major point of Church 
discussions, he is bound to 
spark criticism because it is 
impossible to satisfy all 
forces in such a partisan 
battle as has been raginggy, 
between even moderate 
conservatives and liberals 
since the close of the council.
